WOMEN AS FARMERS. 


An Occupation at Which They Gen¬ 
erally Succeed. 

According to Mrs. Virginia C. Mere¬ 
dith, professor of home economics in 
the Minnesota School of Agriculture, 
farming is a pursuit iu which women 
may achieve a pronounced success for 
the reason that nature has fitted them 
for it. 

“The work is ideal, and, contrary 
to the opinion of the uninitiated ma¬ 
jority, eminently feminine,” says Mrs. 
Meredith. “Why feminine? Because 
farming means infinite detail, and 
every womaii, however unintelligent 
otherwise, possesses a genius for de¬ 
tail. Then It gives; her a home, a 
thing almost impossible to secure in the 
very start—at least in most fields Of 
feminine labor—and, most important Of 
all, she meets not with opposition, but 
.with chivalrous Co-operation from the 
men in the business. Sir Charles Dud¬ 
ley, ail eminent Englishman, writing of 
the Americans, says that the distin¬ 
guishing thing about the farmers is 
their respect for women. We women 
,whb have made farming oUr business 
can gladly vouch for that, 

’‘Another idea, now nearly exploded, 
however, is that a woman would find it 
difficult, if not impossible, to get meii 
to work for her. For my part, I, wild 
aih both housekeeper and farmer, coUld 
sooner and more easily hire twenty 
farm hands than one servant girl. I 
think this due partly to the fact that j 
men who work on farms know that i 
they receive' better treatment, as a rule, 
when in the employ of women, 

"As regards the profits In the busi¬ 
ness, both my friends and myself can 
testify that farming pays. For Instance, 
on thirty-three head of Shorthorn cattle 
.which 1 sold last fall i made ah aver- ! 
age of $476. Other women 1 know are 1 
doing just as well. Some of them are ! 
married women, who, having inherited *’ 
farms, are running them successfully 
and without any aid from theft hus¬ 
bands either.

1 How to Sleep Comfortably. 

j M,. A. Faret, a French scientist, has 
undertaken to teach US how to sleep, 
says the New York American.

As a result 
he advises the abolition of the pillow 
and the bolster. The only natural po¬ 
sition for one to assume while sleeping 
is the horizontal. First one must get 
Used to sleeping without a bolster. The 
next step, he says, is to remove the pil¬ 
low, for not until then Will the circu¬ 
lation of the blood be as free as It 
should be. In further explanation he 
says that the pillow and bolster keep 
the head and neck at an abuornial an¬ 
gle and that consequently the sleeper’s 
entire body remains during the night 
in aii uncomfortable position, and one 
Which impedes the free course of the 
blood through the vessels and organs. 


Skulls In a Crypt. *’ 

In the crypt of St. Leonard’s church 
at Hythe, England, are 7,000 skulls. 
The remains have been the subject of 
much discussion by scientists. They 
were once declared to be the bones of 
Danish invaders. Now the balance of 
opinion assumes that they are the out¬ 
come of a battle fought between Vorti- 
mer, a prince of the Britons, and the 
invading Saxons about A. D. 450. 
Many of the skulls bear the marks of 
the battleax. Oil a table on One side 
of the Crypt are placed two skulls 
which are declared to be typical Saxon 
and. British, one being long and nar¬ 
row aiid the other short and broad. 
The custodian points out in another 
part of the crypt what lie contempu- 
ously describes as a “common church¬ 
yard skull.”
